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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues Largent as though the zones 
taught therein are equivalent to the zones in the claims. However, there is no specification as to the particular size of the claimed zones 
and as such applicants arguments are narrower than the claimed invention and therefore not convincing. With regard to the paragraph 
desired to be added to the specification, while this passage does indicate that the pupil size can vary and that the zones can be scaled 
(shomehow, but this is nowhere explained), this does not overcome the rejection under 112 second paragraph, which is based on the fact 
that the pupil size does vary. Simply noting that the condition which makes the claim indefinite exists does not cure the deficiency. There 
is still no discussion of what conditions are required to generate the baseline conditions under which the pupil is measured for the purpose 
of the invention.. 
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
